The report of the Board of Public 
Works was taken up and adopted as fol­ 
lows: 
Petition of P. Beaudry ©t al., owners 
of property on Beaudry street, between 
Diamond and Temple, asking that the 
Board stop present proceedings and or­ 
der the Superintendent of Streets to let 
contract for the ungraded portion of said 
street. 
Referred to City Attorney for 
opinion. 
Petition of the Bancroft Company and 
others, calling attention to the unsafe 
condition of the fence and sidewalk in 
front of the excavated and vacant lot sit­ 
uated about midway in the block. R e­ 
ferred to the Superintendent of Streets, 
to instruct owners to remove the nuis­ 
ance.

Permission granted, to do 
their own work. 
The Clerk was ordered to advertise 
for bids for storm water drain from west 
line of Fort to west line of Spring streets. 
The question as to w hether the Coun­ 
cil could give permission to property 
owners to grade themselves arose and 
after considerable discussion it was de­ 
cided that the Council had the right. 
Mr. Chandler moved that all street 
work hereafter be done under the City 
C harter. 
M atter dropped. 
The m atter of grading Boyle avenue 
was brought up, and Mr. Teed asked 
th a t it be referred to the City Attorney 
to see w hether th at portion of the street 
already graded could be included iu the 
resolution to grade another portion of 
th e street. 
Captain B arrett said that in his opin­ 
ion th at poi tion of the street graded had 
not. been accepted. 
The minutes of a previous meeting 
showing that the Board of Public Works 
h ad recommended that the street be 
accepted where graded and that the 
recommendation was adopted, were read. 
The motion to refer the m atter to the 
City Attorney was carried. 
The report of the Finance Committee 
was read and adopted.

A BRISK BLAZE. 


D a m a g e t o H e n r y l l o h r n i a n ’N P l a c e 
b y F i r e . 
About half-past eleven o’clock yester­ 
day morning the attention of travelers 
on Spring and Main streets was attracted 
by a large volume of dense black smoke 
which rolled 
skyward from w hat ap­ 
peared to be the corner of Fifth and 
Spring streets. 
A few minutes latter 
their conjectures as to the cause was 
verified by the appearance of Engine No. 
3, which went flying down the street in 
the direction of the smoke. 
On arrival 
on the scene, it was discovered that the 
warehouse of Henry 
Bohrman, who 
manufactures wood m antels and is also 
a tile merchant, No. 414 South Spring 
street, was on fire. 
Engine No. 2, from 
Ninth 
street ^ was 
already 
there 
when No. 3 arrived, and three streams 
were speedily thrown onto the burning 
store. Owing to the inflammable nature 
of the contents, and also to the hold 
which the fire had obtained over the 
framework 
of 
the 
building, it was 
deemed expedient to pay more attention 
to the adjoining buildings, viz, the Park 
H obo house, part of which was burned, 
and the livery stable and sheds adjoin­ 
ing. These being thoroughly wet down 
the fire laddies gave the seat of the con­ 
flagration their undivided attention, and 
after about half an hour’s hard work 
succeeded in quenching it. The damage 
by fire and water is estimated at about 
$<000; of which the Hose house loss 
amounted to $100. 
Mr. Bohrm an’s in­ 
surance only amounted to $1750, which 
was distributed as follows: 
New Zea­ 
land Insurance Co., $500 and $200 on 
iron m antels; Hartford Fire Insurance 
Co., $750 on building; American Fire 
Insurance Co., $300 on tiles and mantels. 
The cause of the fire is supposed to be 
from the ashes of a forge on the upper 
story of the building, which was used as 
an upholstering room.

A Host of Santa Fe Men to 
Reside Here. 


WORK ON THE SAN DIEGO ROAD. 


Piles Being: Driven in the San Pedro 
Wharf—Inglewood's

The Santa Fe will now have 32 rooms in 
the buUding, and have obtained a lease 
of 8 years for the downstairs apartments 
and 3 years for the up-stairs, with the 
option of renewal.

In Pennsylvania 
the annual wages of 
an 
able bod­ 
ied workman am ounted to the 
ex­ 
travagant sum of $199; in M ichigan, the 
amount rose to the dangerously luxuri­ 
ous figure of $305, but Jthe profits of the 
capitalists kept pace with the increase, 
being 33.7 per cent. 
Taking the indus­ 
try the wholo country over, we find that 
the profits amounted to $55,000.000, or 
30 per cent, on the capital invested, 
while the total wages bill was $31,000,* 
000, or, counting out the women and 
children at $100 a year per head, $220 a 
year for each man. Thus it is that the 
dignity of American labor is maintained 
So it can be shown that, with a tax of 
from eight to twelve cents a pound on 
salt, the men who are “ protected” in 
that industry get ninety-eight cents a 
day, while those who are so eager to cut 
down prices by tariff, make eighteen per 
cent, on their money. The same thing 
can be shown in the ironandsteel indus­ 
tries. In the coal business, with a tax 
of seventy-five cents per ton, the miners 
m ake from sixty to seventy-five cents a 
day. 
In the silk trade, the bonus given by 
the tariff am ounts to $11,000,000, while 
the whole amount paid in wages is but 
$9,000,000. 
In the paper business, the 
protective element is $13,000,000, which, 
on the high wage theory, should most of 
it go to the hands, yet the entire wages 
bill in this industry in 1880 was only $8,­ 
000,000.

1 si d o r R a y n e b , member of Congress 
from Baltimore, M aryland, has written 
apon the issues of the coming campaign 
an d sums up the cardinal distinctions up­ 
on the question of taxation in this w ise: 
I t is adm itted on all sides that the in­ 
crease of revenues over expenditures 
calls for remedial legislation of some 
sort, and that it will not do, under any 
circum stances, to perm it the continually 
increasing surplus to flow into the treas­ 
ury without m aking some disposition of 
it, or makiDg an effort to prevent its ac­ 
cumulation. 
The Democratic party is irrevocably 
pledged to the proposition th at the sur­ 
plus must be reduced by a redaction of 
taxation, and that the larger part of the 
redaction must be made by reducing 
custom house duties. The Republican 
party is not a unit upon this question. 
Judging from the addresses of its leaders 
in the House of Representatives, each 
one of them appears to have a little plat­ 
form of his own, and each one of them 
appears to be in .direct conflict with the 
acknowledged leader of the whole of 
them , who has stood up in Congress 
term after term as the apostle of pro­ 
tection, and, nntii lately, the spokesman 
of the Republican party upon that issue. 
The Democratic party, whatever may 
be the result of the present controversy 
in Congress, will go before the people 
upon the distinct issue that the present 
tariff m ust be reduced, and that the plan 
of reduction must be directed in the first 
place towards the lowering of duties, or 
the placing upon the free list of certain 
raw materials that enter into the pro­ 
duction of our manufactures, and that in 
return therefor, what ib known and des­ 
ignated os the compensating duty must 
be proportionately reduced upon the 
manufactured product, and that no re­ 
duction shall be made which shall in 
justice perm it the manufacturer to re­ 
duce the standard of American wages. 
In other words, the manufacturer shall 
retain incidental protection largely more 
than sufficient to cover the difference in 
wages between the lowest-priced labor 
of other countries and the highest-priced 
labor here, employed upon the article 
and product that he is manufacturing. 
The Democratic party will stand upon 
the ground that wherever the manufac­ 
turer receives his raw materials free, or 
a t a reduced cost, he can safely stand a 
reduction cf duty upon his manufactures, 
and th at the industrial schedules shall 
not be changed so as to affect the wages 
of his employees. 
Taking this ground, the Democratic 
party will claim that the present tariff 
duties upon a large num ber of articles in 
the schedules are entirely too hig h ; that 
they foster and jfromote monopoly at the 
expense oM be laborer and the consumer, 
and that the people of this country have 
a right to dem and a reduction upon the 
necessities of life, and a right to ctamand 


th at they shall not be taxed beyond the 
requirements of governm ent, economical­ 
ly administered. 
W hat is there of free trade in this 
showing? 


T h e H e r a l d , like the Democratic 
party, is in favor of moderate protection. 
We shall always have to raise a consid­ 
erable revenue, and duties imposed to 
raise this revenue, os President Cleve­ 
land, following the examples of Presi­ 
dents Jefferson and Jackson, very hap­ 
pily said in his message of the Gth of 
last December, should be so imposed as 
to give 
incidental 
protection to the 
American workingman. 
But a clear­ 
headed w riter very pertinently asks, 
do the protected industries play fail? 
Do they pay high wages? The under 
standing was that if we would consent to 
protect these gentlemen, the “ dignity 
and comfort of American labor would be 
m aintained. H ave they kept the bar 
gain? Let us see. 
The duty on lumber 
is $2 per thousand feet. The value of 
the lum bar cut in th e year 1880 was 
$146,155,385. The value was enhanced 
by the $2 tax some $22,000,000, that is if 
th e duty afforded any protection against 
th e “ pauper lum ber” of Canada. 
Now what were the wages paid? In 
Maine, 
in 
the 
year 1880, the men 
employed in the sawed lumber trade 
only earned $176 a year. The profit 


one voted against it. 
Last and most im­ 
portant of all, they rem ember that H ar­ 
rison, the Republican candidate for Pres­ 
ident, voted against an am endm ent to 
the Chinese Restriction bill which made 
it unlawful to make a Mongolian a nat­ 
uralized citizen of the United States. The 
H e r a l d gave the official record a few 
days ago; it is not necessary to repeat it 
to-day. 
But the changes will be rung 
upon it very often indeed, and most ef­ 
fectively, before the 4th of next Novem­ 
ber. 


“ A m e r ic a for the Americans” is the 
latest and most approved cry of the gen­ 
try who insist that a moderate and just 
reduction of the tariff, which simply 
m eans that an enormous surplus shall 
not 
be taken from 
the 
circulating 
médium to rem ain idly fn the Treasury 
of the United States. Do they mean 
what they say ? W hen a strike occurs 
in 
one 
of 
our 
m ining 
districts, 
and 
American 
workmen are 
driv­ 
en from their homes—which homes 
by 
the 
way, 
usually 
belong 
to 
the tidal barons—by Pinkerton detectives 
because they are foolish enough to insist 
that the “ dignity of American labor” 
shall be m aintained, and that it cannot 
be m aintained on 75 cents a day,—when 
such a strike occurs, an innocent travel­ 
er through the coal regions, never hav­ 
ing heard about all the fine things that 
Protection was supposed to do for the 
workingmen, would naturally suppose 
that the motto of the Protectionists was 
not “ America for the Am ericans,” but 
“ America for the Poles, H ungarians or 
Italians.” Just now a strike of colossal 
proportions is under way in 
Penn­ 
sylvania. It arises from the unwillingness 
of 
the 
m anufacturer to 
allow 
his 
employees to enjoy a fair share of the 
so-called benefits of over protection. It 
is the outcome of the fact that in the 
moat highly protected 
region in the 
United States the wage-earner is denied 
wages which will keep body and soul to­ 
gether. Encouraged by excessive pro­ 
tection. the profits of which are put in 
their own pockets, the American m anu­ 
facturers are periodically able to glut the 
home markets, accumulate redundant 
stocks of goods which are not salable 
abroad, and dictate arbitrarily and m er­ 
cilessly the rew ard which the most ardu­ 
ous labor shall receive. 


I t se e m s highly probable that, during 
the coming campaign, we shall see both 
Thurm an and Blaine on the Pacific Coast. 
The Republican leaders announce that 
the great Jingo statesm an will be here, 
and the old Roman has declared that he 
will come if he is asked. 
W hat a re­ 
markable contrast will be presented by 
the two m en? In Blaine we shall be 
treated to a personification of what can 
be accomplished by unscrupulous sm art­ 
ness. 
H e will come here with his mag­ 
netism strapped to his back, as in the 
traditional peddler’s pack, w ith a record 
of ill-gotten 
wealth and a devious, 
dubious and unsavory personal career 
which will detract 
greatly from the 
weight he m ight 
otherwise have in 
influencing 
public 
sentim ent 
on 
this Coast. 
W hat a contrast will be 
presented 
in 
the ca?e of Allen G. 
Thurm an? 
We 
shall 
have 
in this 
matchless statesman a personage who 
would have honored the best days of 
any nation, and who recalls th© most 
poetical and enlivening days of the R e­ 
public—a man whose name has never 
been smirched, and who, in addition to 
his splendid and consistent anti-Chinese 
record, pressed to passage the first legis­ 
lation on a national scale which showed 
that the old corrupt surrender of the 
rights of the people to corporations, 
which had been the distinguishing char­ 
acteristics of the Republican party, had 
ended for aye. By all means fetch them 
along—the true m etal, as represented by 
.Allen Gh Thurm an, and th©Brummagem, 
as personified in Jam es G. Blaine. Our 
people will then have an opportunity of 
distinguishing the true from the false— 
of seeing the difference between the 
patriot and the politician—th© statesm an 
and the schemer.

Ben Harrison. 
In that respect their 
careers were alike. 
The principal dis 
tinction between the two is that Mc­ 
Donald never made the mistake of being 
beaten for Governor of Indiana by eight 
thousand majority, which was about the 
figure which Blue Jeans W illiams piled 
upon the head of the descendant of Tip­ 
pecanoe. In ^his marked difference in 
their political careers McDonaljl showed 
that he was the wiser and the luckier 
m an.

Norton 
were arrested this afternoon at 3:30 
o’clock at the Copeland Hotel, this city, 
where they had registered as W. H . Ma­ 
son and wife, of Philadelphia. 
The ar­ 
rest was made by Chief of Police Carter, 
in 
response 
to 
a telegram from 
the Chief at St. Louis, directing that 
they be arrested on 
the charge of 
graiid larceny. 
As tbe dispatch did not 
S 
’ve the assumed name under which 
oore was travelling, the police were 
unable to find him . They were informed 
of his whereabouts, however, by the cor­ 
respondent of the Republican, who was 
the first to recognize Moore. They were 
in a room at the Copeland when the Chief 
of Police and a deputy arrived with a war­ 
rant. The officers were adm itted to the 
room, and before any conversation bad 
been liad, and without questioning them 
as to their identity, the warrants were 
read to them charging them with grand 
larceny. 
“ You are now in my custody,’’ said 
the officer, “ and you may accompany me 
to the County Jail, we will take good 
care of you until parties from St. Louis 
arrive.” 
No 
sooner 
was 
the 
w arrant 
produced 
than 
Mrs. 
Norton 
broke 
into 
tears 
and 
cried 
bit­ 
terly. Muore placed his arm about her 
and attem pted tQ console her, but. she 
continued to 
sob 
several moments. 
Moore tban appealed to the officers not 
to 
take 
them to 
jail, and said: 
“ It will break her heart.” 
The Chief at 
first declared they m ust go, but finally 
consented they might rem ain in the 
room while under surveillance of an offi­ 
cer. This had the effect of quieting Mrs. 
N orton; then she began ridiculing the 
idea of their arrest for grand larceny. 
“ All we took,” she said, “ was $35,000 
which was my own money and my jew­ 
elry. 
I do not see w hat he (Norton) ex­ 
pects to make out of this. 
I would have 
gone into his house Friday night, but he 
threatened my life. 
I don’t want to die 
yet. 
He said he would kill m e ; friends 
came out of the house and said he was 
flourishing a butcher-knife.” 
“ I tell you w hat I would like to do,” 
said Moore. 
“ I would like to go right 
back to St. Louis and face whatever 
music there íb. 
We can prove that no 
money was stolen.” 
“ B ut he will kill m e,” said Mrs. Nor­ 
ton. 
Moore then inquired where he could 
employ a good attorney. The nam es of 
several were mentioned, and at Moore’s 
request an officer was at once dispatched 
for Judge H enry Keeler, who soon ar­ 
rived and consulted with them . 
Moore did not have much to say wheh 
the officer inquired w hat led him to do 
the act. 
H e was nervous and like a 
man who either had been foiled in a plot 
or regretted what he had done, and had 
lost heart to carry it to a consummation. 
He said tbe charges against him and 
Mrs. Norton were unfounded. 
They 
brought 
nothing belonging to others 
away with them . They naa not taken 
$40,000. 
H e wished he had $10,000. 
Since he came here he and his com­ 
panion had gone about the city much the 
same as any strangers would, promenad­ 
ing the public streets and riding the 
street 
cars. 
They 
had 
not 
tried 
to 
conceal 
their 
identity. 
Came 
ovér the W abash direct lrom St. Louis 
to Kansas City, thence here. H e said 
had intended to go west to-morrow at 
noon, but would not say w hat their des­ 
tination was. As to the story that they 
had started to Australia, he laughed and 
said Topeka would not be a very con­ 
venient place to take passage from. 
He 
said it was a sad affair, but since they 
are into it, will have to make the moBt of 
it. “ No one knows what he will do for 
the woman he loves,” said he. 
Mrs. Morton moved uneasily about the 
room, at first sitting in a chair, then go­ 
ing to a bed, where she fumbled with 
bits of laces, gloves, fans and other trin­ 
kets. 
She appeared to be sad and sorry 
she had committed the rash act. The 
conduct of both warranted the belief 
that they regretted their departure from 
St. Louis, although Moore tried to appear 
jolly and wanted to leave the impression 
he was undisturbed and that love, not he 
was to blam e. 
H e spoke bitterly of the 
St. Louis papers and he said he had read 
their idiotic circulation w ith delight. 
The stories about his debts in St. Louis 
worried him considerably, and he was 
more anxious that the charges relating to 
them should be denied firBt of all. 
As to 
the consequences of what they had done 
he was resigned. 


SERIOUS FRESHETS. 
The Clouds Drop Tbelr 
F ullness 
on Western P ennsylvania. 
P itt8burg, July 9.—The 
continued 
rainfall for the past twenty-four hours 
has resulted in numerous washouts on 
the railroads leading to this city, and 
trains were badly delayed to-night, but, 
so far as known, no serious accidents 
have occurred. 
A Uniontown, Pennsylvania, special 
says: 
Redstone creek has broken its 
bounds and submerged all the low lands 
of the town, and hundreds of people are 
standing on the bridges, watching the 
angry waters sweep by. Men are carry­ 
ing women out of tlieir houses to higher 
ground, and several feet of w ater is 
standing in the houses. 
At Deeth the whole place is sub­ 
merged, and trains are running through 
several feet of water, while the rising 
water threatens to raise the houses from 
their foundations. 
At Brownfield the yard tracks are 
washed out, and twenty feet of water is 
standing in the cut of the Baltimore and 
Ohio R ailroad. 
Two railroad bridges 
from the la tter town have been carried 
away and lodged against a trestle in 
U niontow n. 
The U niontow n express is still lying 
here, being unable to proceed further 
south f r w ashouts. Rain is still pour­ 
ing, but it is thought the worst is past. 
The rain will do much damage to gro w- 
¡ng crops, especially corn, which is ba dly 
washed out m m any places. 
At W ashington there was a terrible 
rainstorm , which flooded cellars and 
yards.

H e list­ 
ened to ^ e m attentively, and said he 
would give the case the benefit of his 
very best judgm ent, and invited them to 
be present at the hearing to-morrow. 
H e would also be glad to hear anything 
further which they m ight desire to be 
sent him. 


“8IGN OR DIE." 


Tbe Cause of the K entucky Trage­ 
dy—Tbe Murderer In J ail. 
L o u i s v i l l e , July 9.—Judge A. L . Pul­ 
liam , who killed Jam es Miller, a wealthy 
farm er, at Hardilsburg, was sent to jail 
after exam ination to-day w ithout bail. 
I t has been learned that Pulliam sub­ 
m itted to Miller for his signature a state­ 
m ent that Miller had been criminally 
intim ate with Mrs. Pulliam and would 
pay Pulliam $5000. 
The statem ent was 
in Pulliam ’s writing. 
Below were these 
words in the same hand: 
“ I give you 
five minutes to consider this. 
You may 
sign or die.” 
Feeling is very bitter against Pulliam, 
and there is some talk of violence. 
Pul­ 
liam ’s record is bad. 
H e was a saloon­ 
keeper at Cloverport, a num ber of years 
ago, and his place was the resdtt of wom­ 
en of questionable repute.

election as County Judge was due to re­ 
action against a badly enforced local 
option law. 
H is only competitor was a 
local optionist. 
Tbe Vatican Displeased. 
Rome. July 9.—The recent meeting of 
the Irish Bishops which seemed to re­ 
open the question closed by the Papal 
rescript, surprised and displeased the 
Vatican. Archbishop W alsh, of Dublin, 
has forwarded to Cardinal Simeon, a re­ 
port stating that in the double capacity 
of priests and citizens, the Irish Bishops 
thought it their dnty to indicate meas­ 
ures that m ight prevent the extension of 
existing evils. 
Monsigneur Perisco re­ 
ports that although the Bishops were too 
inconsiderate they were impelled by a 
desire to improve tbe situation.

Address by Its President, *>. t.llbert 
D exter.

The grading and opening up of streets, 
the building and care of bridges, school 
accommodations, building of hotels, 
opera house and halls for public accom* 
modation, with many other important 
matters which are constantly accumulat­ 
ing in a growing community like this. 
Perhaps no one matter is of such deep 
concern to this city as a whole as the 
sewage question—one that should not be 
trifled with. The East Side is deeply 
interested in the sewage question, anil 
should have a voice in the matter. Her 
able representatives in the City Council 
should 869 that we are properly*included 
in the general plan, and that we have 
what juBtly belongs to us. It is not a 
matter to be sneered at or laughed 
down ; it is one that deeply concerns 
every property owner and resident who 
is so fortunate as to live in East Los An­ 
geles.
